Two months later, Fulger relat- 


ed yesterday, he married Mrs. 
Elizabeth Hare, a widow who, at 
69, Is 13 years his senior. 


"For 
myself I care little," he 


said. "But it is tragedy for my 
wife. I never had told her the 
story. I hoped it never would be 
necessary." 
"I won't lot you go back," she 


declared. 
"Welll get 
lawyers." 
But Fulger dissented. "We have 


so little money," be said, "you'll 
need it all." 
"First of all," Mrs. Fulger In- 


sisted, "we must write to the gov- 
ernor of Michigan and beg for 
mercy."

countries abroad where "the 
charter of freedom is no 
more" and he warned Am- 
erica to beware. 


It is not likely that his 


forebodings 
will 
alarm 


many. Nobody in this coun- 
try, not even Governor Lan- 
don, really 
believes 
that 


Roosevelt is a dictator or 
that he has the slightest de- 
sire to become one. Indis- 
putable evidence 
to 
thej 


contrary is visible on 
all' 


sides. Take, for instance, 
this n a t i o n a l 
election 


through which we are pass- 
ing. If Roosevelt were a dic- 
tator it wouldn't be taking 
place. Nor would Governor 
Landon be exercising the 
right of free speech so lib- 
erally. 


Intelligent people easily 


distinguish between leader- 
ship and dictatorship. As 
Edward A. Feline, Bosto.i 
merchant and business man, 
said in an address not long 
ago: 


"One of the issues of 


this campaign is clear. Is 
this a time when America 


aneeds great leadership? For 
'whatever 
else 
has 
been 


charged against Roosevelt, 
none of his enemies has so 
far accused him of not be- 
ing a great leader. 
They 


even accuse him of being a 
dictator in a land where 
free speech, a free press 
and complete freedom to 
criticize and denounce his 
Administration 
exist 
as 


strongly as ever; and one 
would surely have to pos- 
sess superhuman power to 
make himself a dictator in 
such a land. 


"Personally, I cannot see 


that he is a dictator; for

It 
remains true, however, that 
he has induced his party, as 
well as many leaders of the 
opposition, to support legis- 
lation of a kind which was

Mollison, who by today's flight 


became the first man to fly a 
plane across 
the Atlantic 'four 


times, was not even satisfied with 
that. "Possibly within a day,"*he 
said, he will take off on a record 
attempt to the tip of South Af- 
rica. 


Counting the six hours and 41 


minutes he took to reach Harbor 
Grace, Nfld., from New York, be 
had made the entire flight In 19 
hours and 58 minutes. 


Few Spectators Present 
1 Only a dozen spectators were 
on hand to cheer the veteran fli- 
er's brilliant success, made in the 
face of forbidding weather condi- 
tions. 
Captain Mollison appeared ex- 


hausted when lifted 
from

plane. His first remark was:

He said he had covered the 2,- 


100 miles one hour and 12 min- 
utes faster than his own advance, 
estimate.
